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E have Advice from our Frontiers 
that General Count Guido Starem- 
berg having laid a Defign to furprize 
the Body of the Rebels under Bere- 
zedi,who lay near Edenbourg, made 
shafty March in the Night between the 7th and 8th 
of this Month, bur the Enemy having Notice of it, 
and being on their Guard, retir’d with precipitation 
towards Ghins ; however in the Purfuit fome of 
them were cutto pieces. After which that General 
jurfu’d his March towards Sarvat, and after 
provided that Place with Neceffaries, he continu’ 
his Route through the Territory of Rabau, to repafs 
the Danube, and re-joyn the Body of Troops he had 
lef: behind him on the other Side. General Nada- 
iis ent to Edenbourg to command the Forces on 
that fide in the Room of General Ebergeni, and 
todefend to the urmoft the Lines of the Frontiers 
of Aufria, and the Borders of Stiria. They add 
tat General Staremberg had caus’d the Judge and 
3 Counfellors of the City of Ghins to’be feiz'd, and 
that thev were carry’d Prifoners to Edenbourg: but 


the Caufe of their Detention is not yet made pub- 


litk. Deferters from the Rebels come frequently 
over to our Troops ; and chiefly Germans, who can- 
not exprefs the diffatisfadtion of the, Rebels on ac- 
count of the Brafs Mony with which they are paid, 
while their Chiefs, preferring their private Interefts 
to the common good of the Country, heap up for 
themfelves vaft Sums of Gold and Silver, to the ut- 
ter Ruin of the whole Kingdom of Hungary. The 
fame Deferters report, that the Rebels had no Troops 
in che Neighbourhood of Neuhaufel, and that there 
were only 4000 Footin that Place. We have Ad- 
vice from the Imperial Camp between St. John’s and 
Sciosberg on the other fide of the River Mark, that 
upon Intelligence that the Rebels had laid 2 Bridges 
over the River Waag, to pas to this fide of it with 
Tooo Vien, in order to furprize the City of Broth, 
finate on the confines of Moravia, General Lew- 
tnberg went thither with his {mall Body of Troops, 
upon which the Rebels feeing them ‘elves prevented, 
teturn’d to Nenftel s and Ozkay marching with ten 
Standards by the Way of the Whi:e Mountain, to 
invade Auftria, Count Lewenburg having Notice 
of it, and being very watchful for the Defence as 
Wellof Auftria'and Moravia, as to protect that part 
of Hungary, broke up from Broth in the Evening, 
and marching a'! Night long, rho’ the Weather was 
very Rainy, he arriv’d time enough the next Day 
to hinder the Rebels from breaking into Auftria : 
Some Skirmithes*happen’d, and the Rebels retir’d ; 


enburg has taken all poffible precautions as well to 
incourage the Loyal, as to intimidate the Difafect- 
ed. Concerning the farther Profecution of the March 
of General Rabutin towards the River Tibifcus we 
have receiv’d the following Advices. The 30th of 
laft Month, when his whole Army was march’d to

The Rebels promis’d them Quarter likewife, bug 
they would not accept it ; and.having defended them.

Trumpeter, who had ferv’d Antonio Bfterhafi, de 
fertéd and reported, that both the Efterhafi’s, with 
4 Regiments of Horfe, moft of whom were noi 
Hungarians, and Lad:flaus Skaki, with.3 Regiments 


of Foor, were fome Days before march’d with grear 
‘diligence towards Hatuan, from the Body under 
C.-Caroli, who, without the faid Regiments, being 
14000 ftrong, prerended to defend the Paffes .into 


Tranfylvania againft General Rabutin. Who ‘pur- 
fuing bis March the 1ft of this Month, encamp’d 
near Larzhaz ; and the 2d in the Neighbourhood of 


the Village of Demfceid: On his approach fome 
‘Rebels, who had hid themfelves in the fame Vil- 


lage, fell on our advanc’d Guards, kill’d one Man 
aad catry’d off another Prifoner ; and made thejr 


‘Efcape before our Troops could be ready to purfwe 


them. The fame Day Baron Pfefferfhoven, Lic§- 
tenant General, commended M. Neandro a Cap-

Captain Neandro farther reported at his Ar- 
rival at Buda, that having been on a Hill near the 
Village of Elmas, ro view the March of our Troops, 
he {aw chem moving near Fas, in vey clofe Order: 
That he difcover’'d about a Cannos-fhot from them 
a ftrong Body of the Exemy, who feem'd wo be 
double the Number of our Troops ; and that ar the 
fame time he fuw the Smoke of a continu’d Firing, 
and Skirmifhing. This was corfirm’d in Buda; on 
the 5th, by the Peafants, who added, that the fore- 
{aid Bodies had fird briskly on each o her with Can- 
non and Mukets. Which continu’d all che 
sth, and ‘cwas further Advis’d by People of that 
part of the Country thar the Enemy’s Lofs was very 
confiderable. The 6ch, a Party of the Enemy fhew'd 
themfelves near Peft, buc being timely difcovered 
and fome Troops being fent our againft chem, they 
retird with Precipication. The Rebels appear often 
in the {Neighbourhood of Buda, purro che Sword 
all the Peafancs they find in tae Fields and Vineyards,
